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This is a decision on the declaration filed on 21 December 2005 which has been 
treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1 .42. No fee is required. 



On 08 December 2005, the United States Designated/Elected Office 
(DO/EO/US) mailed a Notification of Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that an oath/declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .497(a) and (b) and a surcharge fee must be provided. Applicants were given two 
months to respond. 

On 21 December 2005, applicants submitted the required surcharge fee and a 
declaration signed by the legal representative of the deceased sole inventor.
